1 wan
gotisfied he was n Genvrnl Oficer, anild
nothing less than n Corps Commuandes
I threw up my sword a8 o sigoual to
him to surrender, He checked hia
horse slightly,eaigod his hat as polite
Iy as though saloting a lady, wheeled
his lorse's head divectly to the right,
and duslicd off to the rear in full
gollop.

“Young Corp’l Coleman, who wns
stunding near mo, was ordered to  firo
wpon him, Mo did so, ond it was  his
ball that bronght Gen. Mel'herson
down., He wis shot passing undor the
1hiok branchies of n tree, and ny he was
bending over his horse’s neck, oithor
to avoid coming in contnet with the
limba or probably to eseape the denth-
dealing bullets of the encmy  that le
know were sure to follow him, he was
sliot in the backand, as Gen, Sherman
says in his Memoirs, “the ball ranged
upward neross the body, and passed
near the heart,".

S A number of shots were algo  fired
into his retreating stafl, I ran up im-
medintely to where the dead Genoral

Tay, just us he had fallen, upon his
knees and face. I was among the first
i not the flest, who resehied him,

“A number of Federal writers have
vtid that hie was not killed instantly.
Put at the time [ saw him there was
not n illli\'l:l' of his ]lnll_\' to Lo soen—
not a sign of life perceptible.  The
futal Lullet had done its work well,
ancd to every appearance he was dead,
Even a8 he Iny there, dressed in his
Major-General's uniform, with his face
fo the dust, he was as magnificent a

Hooking specimen of manhood as | ever
paw, Right by his side lny o man who,
f at nll hurt, was but slightly wound-
wed, whose horse bad been shot from
under him. I noticed a spot of blood
npon his cheek, From his sppearance
I took him to be the Adjutant or In-
spector-General of the stall, Lut he
afterward torned out to be o Sigonl
-officer.

“Pointing to the dead man, I agked:
““Who is this lying here?” He answered,
with tears in his eyes: ‘Sir, it is Gen,
MePherson.  You have killed the best
man In our army.'

“This was the first intimation we
hnd as to who the officer was and to
bis runk. Gen. Sherman alleges in his
‘book that Gen, McPherson’s pocket-
ook and papers wero found in the
Thaversack of a prisoner afterward,

“That may be so, but that prisoner
«did not belong to our party., Cupt.
W. A, Brown, of Mississippi, who was
any mossmate, npd slept with me 11
-months aftorward on Jolinson's Island,

To add to the horror  of
earthquakes began June B Villnge afier
village was engulled, hundreds of people
dropping into tho great eracks In the carth
The whole eountry is under a luyor of muil,
nashes and stones.  All vegotution §s olther
burned up by the awful heat of the voleano
fires, or bas been destroyed by the dense
ashes and dust,

The sulfering among those who  esenped
with their lives bas been most acote.  All
the food on the {sland bas been destroyed
snd but for the prompt assistance of the
nelghboring i«lands many would have starv-
el. The whole ¢f the island Isn mass of
smouldoring rains. The people who lived
and prospered there have lost all they ever
hiad, and now the only thing for the survi-
vurs to do s to leave foranother snd more
fuvored spot, or stay thers and die.
